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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 1 , line 8, "the enlarged bore" lacks proper antecedent basis, since there is no 
showing of any step of enlarging the "drilled bore" as previously defined; in the same 
line, "the entry portal" is also indefinite, since it is not clear which of the "two entry 
portals" such is referring to; lines 11 and 12, the language "the bore" is indefinite, since 
it is not clear whether it refers to "the drilled bore" or "the enlarged bore"; line 14, "the 
entry portal" is indefinite for there exit "two entry portal". 

Claim 12 is indefinite, since there is no step of enlarging at least part of the drilled bore 
previously defined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed. 

Claims 1 1-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, specifically Stockley et al, Bailey et al, and Guillory et al all teach fluid 
diverting apparatus in drilling application, however the prior art of records at least fails to 
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show the diverting apparatus comprise a cylindrical core having caps on both end and 
an annular expandable bladder on the cylindrical core for sealing agains the drilled bore 
and a pressure relief bypass assembly having bypass through the end caps for directing 
drilling fluid through the diverter unit, .
